This, however, fell down 
and after an Investigation by the 
state's attorney the man was released 
from custody. At that time he is said 
to have confessed to the authorities 
that he was addicted to the use of 
drugs and that he had gone to the hut 
to live BO that he would not have to 
associate with his friends In Chicago. 
Ho is thought to have at one time been 
a wealthy resident of that city, but the 
drug habit is said to have gotten the 
better of him and he gradually lost the 
greater part of his money.

DUMPS 300,000 
PIKE rN 

rOX RIVER 

Through the elTorls of Game Warden 
Hayns, 300.000 wall*eyed pike or pike 
perch were placed in the Fox river 
near McHenry the latter part of last 
week and the fishermen of t:hl3 section 
rejoice to learn of this news for the 
streams hereabouts are fast becoming 
depleted of finny monsters of all'kinds. 

These fish were received from the 
federal government and were shipped 
from the hatcheries at Meridocia, and 
are are one of the five deliveries made 
this year. i 

Rock river has been set aside as a 
fish preserve and last week 1,200,000 
fish were "planted" there. 
: Wall>eyed pike are one of the best 
game fish in the state and Increase In 
size the first year to about 74 Inches, 
after that the increase ia from one to 
three Inches a year. And as the -law 
required this fish to be 13 Inches In 
length before it can be taken. It will ! 
be three years at best before they can 
be caught. ^ 

Five hundred black bass have been 
placed in the new hatchery at Spring 
Grove, and during the summer a great 
number of voung bass will be placed in 
Fox river and some of the lakes. 

Most all of the lakes end the small 
streams hereabouts are tributary to 
the Fox, and these fish will doubtless

Mr. McGuire Is survived by a widow 
and two children, the oldest of which is 
three years. The funeral was held at 
his late home Monday afternoon, with 
Interment in the Millburn cemetery.

Private bankers of Lake county seem 
rather uninterested in the agitation 
ngalnsl banks of their class in the 
state as a result of the failures in Chi- 
cago and elsewhere, 

J. E. Bronk, president Bank of An. 
tioch said: "Haven't thought much 
about the situation and It depends upon 
what other banks do as to asking for 
state supervision: I'm not advocating 
for or against state supervision. I 
reolize it probably would bo a good 
thing for cities to have state super- 
vision but in the matter of banks like 
ours in the country communities, often- 
times we are able to take safe loans 
which state banks would not be per- 
mitted to handle; thus we are a con- 
venience to the public which otherwise 
might have difficulty getting loans 
which we are able to make to them. I 
can't see why smaller banks in the 
country need to under state control. 
We have $100,000 back of our bank and 
pur depositors are safe and feel safe. 
We have no thoughts of going out of 
business." 

E. W, Brook,^ Waucpnda bank said; 

"Our bank is a partnership'bank seV- 
eral men being interested. An attempt 
was made a few years ago to get a 
"state law through for state supervision 
of banks. I believe it would have been 
a good thing and I was sorry that it 
did not pass. Yes, 1 am ^strongly in 
favor of state supervision of private 
banks although we have taken no steps 
to change our method of operation. 
We're doing a good business and will 
continue handling our business the 
same in future as in past." 

John C. Duffy, cashier of D. M. Ers- 
kine > and Co., bankers at Highland 
Park said. "We carry $260,000 in de- 
posits. The private banker is all 
right if operating in communities 
where he ia known, but If in strange 
communities, it is a hard row. Mr. 
Eraklne head of our bank, has been 
talking considerable of forming a state 
or national bank to take over his priv- 
ate banking businpss; he has been in 
businesss for forty years. When the 
state supervision law was up for con- 
sideration, I recall that h'e favored it if 
properly regulated. Our bank was 
organized in 1889."

The following dispatch from Wash- 
ington will be read with much interest 
by WaukegBn people because the lung- 
motor which was used with such excel- 
lent results is manufactured by Frank 
T. Fowler, formerly a well known Wau- 
kegan newspaper publisher: 

Washington. May 23.— What is de- 
clared by surgeons to have been one of 
the most remarkable Caesarian opera- 
tions in the history of medical science 
was performed here at the Columbia 
hospital when an infant apparently 
born dead, was resusclated 14 minutes 
after all signs uf life had ceased. The 
operation was made possible by a new 
resuscialinc: apparatus the Mungmotor' 
particularly adapted for such cases. 

The lungmotor In this case was oper. 
ated by Dr. Stone, assisted by Frank 
Fowler's brother. It Is claimed that 
but for the device the baby would never 
have drawn life giving air into itg 
lungs and the small heart would never 
have begun to beat. The operation in 
buestion took place over a week ago 
and the baby appears to be perfectly 
healthy. Physicians believe that it 
has an-excellent chance to live. , ,. 

According to physicians it is not 
strictly correct to say that the baby 
was bom dead, because It was bom 
without having lived. For the same 
reason the lutigmotor may be said to 
have endowed it with life. 

The CoI<'mbia hospital In Washington 
installed the lungmotor only recently, 
having purchased it at Chicago. The 
parents of the child which was saved in 
such a remarkable manner do not live 
in Washington and have asked to have 
their names withheld. 

This is only one of a number of simi- 
lar instances in which the lungmotor 
has saved lives. Thus far it has not 
been used in a case of this nature in 
Waukegan but In other mstance such 
as pneumonia it has been used with 
splendid success. 

In cases where Caesarian operations 
are performed the chances of a child 
living are very small so it speaks 
volums for the ability of the lungmotor 
to think that It succeeded in such a 
difficult case.

SUM FOR DEATH 

OF HER HUSBAND 

Because thfsteomshlp Titanic struck 
an iceberg rather than another British 
ship, the supreme court ot Washington 
on Monday held that the owner, the 
Oceanic Steam Navigation company, 
was entitled to have the liability for 
loss of life and and property, including 
baggage in suits brought In American 
courts limited in accordance with 
American courts, Including Mrs. James 
Elsbury of Gurnee, will get virtually 
nothing, the law limiting liability to 
the salvage from the wreck, and the 
passenger and freight money collected 
from the voyage— about $91,000 In all. 

The total claim against the company, 
including the $10,000 suit started in 
New York by Mrs. Elsbury, have 
reached $13,000,000. 

In rendering the decision the court 
held that the claims against the steam- 
ship company are limited by the Amer- 
can limited liability law of I85I, The 
decision in no way affects suits brought 
against the owner in other countries.

WHY COOPERATION SOMETIMES FA LS 

Copenhagen, 



... - - Denmark. — Co-opera- 
won Is not foolproof, consequently it 
docfl not nhvayB Bucceed. Incxpcrl. 
enco, Incompetence, nnd, dlalionoaty 
wm wreck any privato buelnoas and 
Uiey win, of coureo. wreck any co- 
oporalivo buslneas. It U nccesaary 
therefore, for enthpelaats to remem- 
ber that there la no myaUc virtuo In 
co^jpcratlon which enables It to trl- 
umph at all timea. Thoae of lia who 
are trying to record what wo have 
. Bccff of cooperative bualncsa at homb 
- and In Europe, would not bo treating 
tho public fairly If wo left the InT- 
presBlon that thcro aro no failures 
among co-oporatlvo entcrprlsca. 

Both at home and abroad there havo 
been many failures.- Certainly those 
IntercBtcU aro entitled to know aa 
much about Its failures as about Its 
Bucccaaes. They are entitled to know 
alBo what causes havo led to ccK»pera- 
tlve failure. 

Failure* InAmerlqa. 
Many co-operatlvo stores organized 
With much promlao have failed Gen- 
erally speaking gross Inoompotenco 
haa wrecked them. They aro like 
- Ilf" '"*'''*=a°"'o eatabUshments in 
that they demand, as a condition 
precedent to aucccsa. Bkllicd manago- 
ment, good buslnesa methoda. good ac- 
. .^ountiug^ cautious extension of credit, 
as wel>a5^omo_8i)^,;cIal knowledge 'of 
tho goods dealt In. If these qualities 
aro absent failuro is inevitable. Aa 
tho average coK>peratIvo storo In 
America is organized its members aro 
seldom bound by any agreement to 
do all their trading at tho co-operatlvo 
concern. They patronizo it when it Is 
to their Interest so to do. If tho goods 
offerod aro poor, or if bad manage- 
ment advances tho price unduly, or if 
frequent minor mistakes occur, tho 
members abandon the vonturo liko a 
sinking ship. 

As I havo Bald, cooperative atorea 
In order -to succeed must have skilled 
management, good bualncsa methoda, 
good accounting syatema, and muat ex- 
tend credit cautiously, all in addition 
to tho Bpoclal knowledge eas"ehtlal in 
every such enterprlao. So far aa I can 
discover, however, tho stores which 
havo failed haYO not only lacked ono 
or two of these essentials of succesa 
but they aeom often to havo lacked all 
of them. More than onco it haa hap- 
pcned that. a co-operativo atoro com- 
pany Is formed becauao some store- 
keeper haa lost nil hla money In' an 
unsuccesBful mercantile venture and 
can secure capital for a new vonturo 
only in this way. Sometimes an am- 
bitious farmer has organized a com. 
pany In order that a son who has been 
away to business college and feels 
above farming may havo a chance to 
earn a living without working upon 
tho farm. U Is characteristic also of 



mitteo bo appointed. Tho omcors foot- 
ishly and orbltrarily refused to cqn- 
cedo oven an audit unless they them- 
selves selected tho committee. Then 
those smaller storekeepers demanded 
tnat tho ono man vote principle bo 
applied 80 that for tho future they 
might protect their own Interests. 
This alao was denied them. The only 
courae possible seemed to be a separa- 
tlon and tho amaller stockholders 
withdrew, the larger stockholders 
buying out thoae who did not care to 
stay in tho concern. While this aocio- 
ty did not fall from a financial stand- 
point. Its record Is of course to bo 
cited aa that of a co-operativo concern 
which did not succeed In tho best 
sense of tho term. 

The small shareholders of this so- 
ciety later formed another co^)pera. 
tlvo society, organizing and adminis- 
tering It, you may bo sure, upon a 
purely co-operative basis, adopting tho 
one-man veto plan, and providing that 
no dividends be declared upon shares 
but that all the proflts go to those who 
grew the fruit In proportion to the 
amount furnished to thhe company by 
each. 

, ■ Greed Cauics Another Failure. 

Tho experience of a Minnesota co- 
operativo warehouse elevator waa 
somewhat different. As originally or- 
ganized and managed by tho farmers 
It waa a Bucceaa. all tho proflta were 
distributed back to the producers aa 
on additional price upon the grain de- 
livered and the farmora loyally aup- 
partod It. Later, however, tho shares 
or stock became centered in a few 
buainesa men who weria not grain 
growers. These men held a major- 
lly of the stock and wore In full 
control. They began squeezing down 
the prices to tho producer unUl they 
were paying him no more than tho 
privately owned elevator companlea 
paid.

coK>peratlvo American atorea— and of 
other co-operative concerns in Amerl- 
ca alB&— that they have seldom been 
willing to pay a aalary aufflclent to 
eecuro men of experience and aklU as 
mandgora. 

When a co-operative atoro managed 
by a man who has a history of noth- 
Ing but buBlaoaa- failures behind him 
or by a youthful apd Inoxporlouced 
business college graduate, or by any 
other man of the low grade Implied In 
^ the low salaried paid, comes Into com- 
petition with a competent, up-to^Jato ' 
American storekeeper of tho aggrea' 
Blve vlgoroua type often, found In oven 
tho smaller towns, the mere word "co- 
., operativo" upon tho sign in front of 
tho store is not «oIng to OLVcrt failure 
It isn't fair, to expect too much of co^ 
operation. ^ , : 

CoK)perat|yo Fruit Failures, ■ 
Seldom, too. have so-called Ameri- 
can co-operative companies been co- 
operatlvo in tho trub senso of the 
word, I have in mind one co-operative 
fruit marketing aocioty which failed 
largely because It waa organized on 
the Joint stock basis andadmlnjaterod 
as are other non-co^operaUvo corpora- 
tions. A fe)v of the larger aharehoW 
era controlled It. the Interests of the* 
minority wore Ignored. They bocarae 
jealous and Buspiclous: and" accuadd 
those In control of dlahonesty. Finally 
they demanded that tho offlcera give 
a full report of all their financial 
traneactions and that an auditing com- 



farmers continued to 
deliver their grain for a time and tho 
business men Jn control received a 
forty per cent dividend. At tho end 
of tho year, however, the farraera real- 
Ized that they were being imposed 
upon and the next year abandoned tho 
project, and hauled their grain elae- 
where. As a result this co-operative 
effort which had been at first an ox- 
ceedlngly profitable venture became 
so absolute a failure that It waa with 
difficulty that tho sharolioldera dis- 
posed of their building and equipment. 
European Failures. 
There havo been failures In Euro- 
pean co-operation also. You cannot 
talk co-operation In Germany long 
with anyone familiar with tho general 
situation without having your atten- 
tion, called to tho fact that co-opera- 
tion has received ono black eye. Yoarg 
ago tho government, anxious to aid In 
tho marketing of grain, devoted a 
considerable amount of money to tho 
erection of olovatora or "corn houses/; 
loaning tho money to local co-opera- 
tive concerns whose organization it 
fostered and supervising tho erection 
In each caao of a rather Impoaing 
Btructuro. It would seem thUt tho 
government generously tempted tiio 
promoters to unreasoning extrava- 
gance. "How could you expbct our 
people to calculate cloaely, when, they 
had thla heap of unearned money 
forced upon them?" one man re- 
marked. Everything waa done on a 
coBtly scale. Tho storehouses were 
too big. They were not carefully lo- 
cated. Into these concerna crept, also 
a desire to speculate, to corner tho 
grain supply, to do In Germany what 
Loiter waa reported t6 havo done in 

.America^— to : capture the grain map 
_ket,- 

Evoryone persuaded' himself, it la 
SQid. that he was going to grow rich 
oy .appropriating by degrees Ihli 
wealth thus to bo gaibed. They had 
heard that there wore great corners 
In- the United Statea,' and by buying 
and storing grain men had made'enor- 
J"°}*« foriunea. . There was tobe gold 
for everyone who wanted It. A careful 
a.tudy of the aituaUon has revealed the 
absurdltyor the-Bltnatlon. . Thoao'who 
controlled the warehouses could not 
control- to exceed ono-twentlotU of tho 
BUpply of grain grown lu Germany 
alone. = --' ■

Bank at NIeder Mabau. 

r'^ft" ^Vi "// ^'^''"'an villago of somo 

JnlnJ"^?*"'^""'' ^""'^^ tradesmen 
formed a loan and Bavlngs bank. From 
tho very first they forgot that co-opor- 
atlvo credit banka aro primarily 
formed to lend money only to those lo- 
ca members who will uso it for lo- 
cal purpoaes. They wore too anxious 
to get rich quick. Dy a promise of ox- 
ceedlngly high rates of Interest they 
attracted patrons from tho most re- 
mo polnta until there was on do- 
posit In this llttio village co-oporatlvo 
bank almost Jl.000.000. Such an 
amount of money was of course far In 
excosa of any needs which tho mem. 
bers themselves might have as bor- 
rowera. Consoquently tho bank be- 
gan to do business with outsidera. 
Funds were so plentiful and tho de- 
mands relatively so small that It grant- 
cd to its debtors CTtensive credlta. It 
became known that credit could caally 
be obtained at that village bank and 
spcculatora far and near flocked to it 
It risked ita money in financial 
schemes outside the limits of tho vil- 
lage. 

The cashier, who had no particular 
fitness for.tho position, also had charge 
of church funds ond other public 
funds. Besldoa this, he was conduct- 
ing a largo buainoas In a hotel. There 
seems to have been no one on tho 
board of managers of any particular 
busInesB judgment or ability. Even 
ntegrity waa not present, for the caah- 
lor ended hla year with forgery and 
was Bent to prison. It waa not aur- 
pr sing, therefore, that In Becember. 
1911. tho NIeder Mabau Loans and 
Savinga bank was declared Insolvent, 
tho natural results of undue greed, of 
the spirit of speculation, of Incompe- 
tence, and of dishonesty. 

Co-operative Bank at Darmated. 
More recently the- co-operative ag- 
ricultural bank at Darmsted, formed 
In 18S2, reached a point where It waa 
unable to meet its obligations. Ita 
situation waa almost tho same as 
that of the NIeder Mabau bank, al- 
though It operated upon a much larger 
scale. In connection with this bank 
there was also either gross Incompe- 
tency or dlahonesty. In one case, for 
example, over a million dollars was 
Invested In a mine that could not be 
worked. Other equally hazardous en- 
terprisea were financed by thla con- 
com contrary to all principles of co- 
operative credit and equally contrary 
to all rules of sound finance. "Co- 
operative banka aro not foolproof" 
and of, course the cooperative bank 
at Darmsted failed. 

Co-operation may fall even in Den- 
mark, tho country In all Europe moat 
completely organized for rural bual- 
neas. There a brilliant public man 
got in the good graces of those Inter- 
ested In co-opcratlon and promoted a 
scheme for uniting many co-operative 
societies In one big concern. Here 
there waa not so much incompctenco 
OS dishonesty, and tite venture ended 
.In financial failure for tho membera— 
and In Imprisonment for the diahon- 
cat promoter.

Causes of Fallureo In America. 
Co-operatlvo failures ao far as Amer^ 
lea ia concerned are traceable Ijirgo- 
ly to these causes: 

In tho flrflt place It has alwiya been, 
difficult for tho American to compre- 
hend the fact that co-operative con- 
corns aro not money making, dlvl- 
dond declaring, pront producing con- 
cerns. They do not aeom- to realize 
that the solo cxcuso for tho existence 
of the co-operative organization as a 
middleman la In order that a middle- 
man's fuuction may bo performed 
without waste and without profit. 

In tho aecond place tho spirit of 
the American farmer Is not sufflclent- 
ly unaellish. Ho haa been operating 
for so long on tho competitive basia 
that It Is difficult for-hira to acquiro 
a spirit of unselfish loyalty to the 
spirit of tho organization to which ho 
belongs. If an opportunity presents It- 
self under which he can not a profit 
by abandoning the co-oporatlvo bocI- 
oty and dealing with a private dealer, 
ho ombracoa it at once, without reallz- 
Ing that In the end this will ruin his 
co-operatlvo concern and leave him 
In tho hands of the privately owned 
dealer who has been for generations 
.working h]m for large profits. 

In tho third placo, practically all 
the American concerns which havo 
failed have been organized on the Joint 
stock plan. With the voting power, 
distributed In proportion to the cap- 
Ital Invested it haa often occurred 
that tho Interests of thoso who were 
in control of theraajorlty of the stock 
wore' antagonistic to tho Interoata of 
tho smaller stockholders, who con- 
tributed to the success by bringing 
in a large part of the produce handled 
by tho concern. As a result the pol- 
icy of tho co-operative concern has 
^offen Ignored^ tho Intbresta of the 
producer if tho concern was a morkeU 
ing one, or the Interests of tho dis- 
tributee If tho concern was a diatrib- 
utlng organization. 

In tho "fourth place, »the American 
farmora havo not yet'had a Bufflclently 
for-&eolng vision to^ realize that It often 
pays to Invest a cbnaldernble salary 
In a skilled maangcr. They hoaitato 
to pay a salary which would demand 
the attenUon of anyone who had suffi. 
clent experience and sklil'succoastully 
to manage the bualnoes. Aa a result, 
co-operation haa suffered from Igaor- 
anco and mismanagement ' .

To any one alive to the develop- 
ments In the building world, there is 
nothing more striking than the steady 
growth of tho movement toward better 
quality In building construction during 
the past 10 or 16 years.

NOTIFIES U. 8. THAT HE MUST 
' TAKE ACTIVE STEPS AQAIN3T 
REBELS AT VERA CRUZ. 



U.S. AVIATORS ARE FIRED ON 



Woxican Fedepala Fall to. Hit Amerl- 
^ can Flyers, Who Report Force With- 
in Mile of United States Outpoata — 
Carranza Seeks Recognition. 



WaahliiKton, May 2G. — Tho Mexican 
jroblcm has now been resolved Into a. 
contest of strength between President 
AVilson uud tho constltutlonollsta. 

Tho president Is trying to force Gon- 
crnl Carrnnza, chief of the constltu- 
tlonallsta. to enter into the mediation 
proceedings at Niagara Falls. lie Is 
trying al.so to make tho constitution- 
lUIstB commit themselves as to their 
purpose In Mexico when they have 
captured the capital. 

Tho present purpose of Carranza, 
on tho other hand, la to wreck the gi- 
gantic plan of mediation If this govern' 
xnent does not surrender to him. and 
recognize him unconditionally as the 
•lefacto head of Mexico tho moment he 
£alns control of tho government. 

Vera Cruz, May 26. — Aviators Bell- 
inger and Stoltz wero flred upon on 
Saturday by Mexican federals while 
ecouting to locate tho position of the 
federal reinforcements which havo 
been moving forward In Uio direction 
of tho American outposts at Vorgara, 
lour miles north of Vera Cruz. 

Two flights wero mado by tho avi- 
ators. On tho first trip they discov- 
ered 50 mounted federals a mile from 
the American outposts. On tho second 
trip they found that this body had 
been Increased to 100 and had movod 
In closer to tho American line, whllo 
a mile farther to the north a second 
body was discovered numbering about 
ono hundred and fifty men. This lat- 
ter body was throwing up Intrench- 
menta between two hills. 

U was from the latter position that 
the shots were fired. Sixty shota in all 
"Were fired, but none hit the aeroplane. 
Ko shots wero flred from tho Ameri- 
can lines. 

Washington. May 26. — Huerta on 
Saturday notified tho United States 
through Ambassador Rlano that he 
must take active steps against the 3,- 
000 rebels that havo landed near Vera, 
Cniz. His notlflcaUon was given In 
order that there may be no misappre- 
hension on the part of this country 
that he is about to break the armistice 
by massing troops to meet tho rebels. 
Mexico City. May 25.— John R. SllU- 
man. vice-consul of the United States 
ut Saltillo. about whose safety there 
has been pr?.ve disquiet In Washlng- 
^lon'lo-* mori ihan two weeks because 
of the failure to get any direct word 
frcm him, arrived hero Friday on a 
train from tho north. He registered 
at a hotel as "companion" of J, Do 
Oener, who came from San Luis Po- 
tosl, but ho went to tho Brazilian lega- 
tion to stay. He left Saturday for 
tlio States by way of Vera Cnir. 

Tho delay in his arrival was due to 
the fact that the railroad tracks were 
torn up at several points and also to 
Boveral. encounters which the military 
escort of 300 men provided for him 
had with rebel bands. 

Galveston, May 25. — After spending 
leu years In Mexico, the last 15 daya 
of which he spent In a cell three feet 
equaro, underground, damp and ver- 
min-ridden, next to tho cell occupied 
by American Vice-consul Sllllman of 
Saltillo, Dr. Herbert F. Saunders ar- 
rived here, bringing with him his wife 
and three children. 

Mexico City, May 25.— Extreme op- 
timism was maintained In ofilclal cir- 
cles over the outcome of the peace 
conference at Niagara Falls. A high 
official said President Huerta was will- 
Ing to sacrifice himself for the good 
of the country. 

Niagara Falls. Ont., May 25.— Such 
Buhstantlal progress did the A.-C.-C. 
mediators make that they are now en- 
gaged In the task of endeavoring to 
eolect members of a commission to ad- 
minister the affairs of tho republic of 
Mexico until a permanent government 
can be established under constitu- 
tional forms. 

The Mexican delegates havo ex- 
pressed hearty accord with the com- 
mission plan. 

The American delegates, while cau- 
tious In their attitude, havo concurred 
in the general principle Involved. 

The constitutionalists, however, 
luiTe to be reckoned with. They havo 
not notified the mediators of an In- 
'tontlon to take part formally In the 
Niagara Falls negotiations, but there 
Jaro signs that thoyhave modified their 
attitude of Indifference toward the 
.peace movement and are Inclhied to 
Jview It more favorably. 
j New York. May 25.— Jose Vasconce- 
308, General Carranza's special agent, 
('chosen as a conBtltutlonallat repro- 
••enintlvo to the Niagara Falls media- 
tion conference, denied ^that he was 



Carranza would over consider media- 
tion as a solution of Mexico's lutcmol 
problem. 

'*A8 long Aa the Huortlatas are at 
Niagara wo will not bo represcutod 
there," said Mr. Vnsconcoloo. "Tho 
only way my party meets Huerta Is on 
tho battlefield. 

"The elimination of Huerta will not 
solve our dlfilcultles, Even If tho A,- 
n.-C. mediators eliminate Huerta It 
will not interest us. Wo aro not fight- 
ing a man. but a aorloa of abuses.

"I havo no Instructions and no Infor- 
mation about this rumored participa- 
tion of tho conatit\itIonallsts In tho 
mediation, except what I road In tho 
day's papers. I have no Idea I will ho 
named as delegate to the A.-D.-C. con- 
ference. 

"Personally aa a Mexican I thank 
tho A.-G.-C. powers for their efforts to 
settle a conflict that has been brought 
in my country by somo of Its bad citi- 
zens. But the A.-B.-C. powers have no 
more right than the United States to 
Interfere or advlso in our interna! 
questions. 

"These questions should not be dis- 
cussed In the Niagara meetings. I am 
sure the constitutlonallats will not bo 
a party to such a violation of our 
sovereignty." 



JURY FINDS BECKER GWLTY 

Former Police Lieutenant Convicted 

of Planning Murder of Herman 

Rosenthal In New York. 

New York, May 2G.— Charles Becker, 
former lieutenant of police, was found 
guilty of the murder of Herman Ro- 
senthal. 

The finding: was "Guilty In the first 
degree." Tho penalty under this is 
death In tlio electric chair. Justice 
Scabury announced that ho would im- 
pose sentence on May 29. 

No sign of emotion showed on tho 
Impassivo face of the former head of 
the "strong arm" police squad when 
the Jury handed down tho finding that 
sentenced him to death.

SYLVIA PANKHURST ARRESTED 
AFTER MARCH THROUGH- 
STREETS IN LONDON. 



HANDLE MILITANTS ROUGHLY 



DauQhtar of Leader Caught In Trap by 
Police and Fierce Battle Follows In 
Victoria Park—Militants Have Busy 
Ddy. 



London, May 26. — Sylvia Ponkhurst 
appeared In a parade Sunday, chained 
and handcuffed to 15 of her most ar- 
dent women supporters. Half a hun- 
dred moro of the hardest fighters of 
the East end Pankhurst followers, 
armed with staves, formed a body- 
guard about tho manacled IGand head- 
ed a great procession which formed 
at Cannlngton and marched to Victo- 
ria park. 

Tho streets were filled with scoffers, 
angry at tho recent demonstration 
against King George and at the dam- 
ago dono to pictures by militants. On 
many of the streets traversed by the 
marchers tho .women on the edges of 
the procession wore roughly handled 
by the crowds, but tho police allowed 
the procession to proceed, rescuing 
the women several times when, the 
mobs were unusually violent. 

At the park gates, however, the po- 
lice executed a bit of strategy and got 
Sylvia Pankhurst and the 15 women 
chained to her through tho gates. The 
gates tlien clanged shut In the faces 
of tho stave bearers and tho others In 
the procession, who fought desperately 
but vainly to storm tho gates. 

Hampered by their chains and hand- 
cuffs, tho women attached to Miss 
Pankhurst nevertheles put up a hard 
fight to save her from the police. They 
were quickly overpowered, however, 
and tho police broke the chain with 
their truncheons and arrested Sylvia. 
Then "they drove her 15 supporters out 
of the park. 

A fierco battle was waged at tho 
park gates by men eutfraglsta and 
antls. 

It was a busy day for suffragettes 
and police in other quarters of tho city 
also. A mob attacked the suffrage 
Bi>eakers' platform at Hampstead 
Heath with cries of "Duck them! "VVe 
will teach them to Insult Uio king!"

MELLEN SAVED MORGAN 



ASSERTS LATE FINANCIER ENGI- 
NEERED GRAND TRUNK DEAL. 



Tells Son, Who Sought to "FIra" Him, 

That .Father Deoerved Shame 

He Suffered. 

Washington, May 25.— A dramatic 
climax marked the closo of the sen- 
sational testimony of Charles S. 
Mellon, former president of tho New 
Haven railroad, before the Interstate 
commerce commlaalon Friday. With 
evidence of deep emotion Mr. Mellcn 
declared that tho late J. Plerpont Mor- 
gan was cognizant of Iho Grand Trunk 
negotiations on which Mellen was in- 
dicted for criminal violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust act and that he 
himself "took tho Indictment that bo- 
longed to Morgan/' believing, It would 
have killed tho aged financier If he 
had been indicted. 

After reciting his efforts to shield 
the elder Morgan the witness betrayed 
evidence of resentment In telling how 
tho present J. Plerpont Morgan had 
suggested a "change In tho presidency 
of the New Haven." 

At this suggestion Mr.- Mellon de- 
clared wlth^mphasls: 

"I called his attention to the fact 
that I had been Buffering under tho 
humiliation of an undeserved Indict- 
ment to protect his fatljor. He semed 
quite affected; ho turned to tho win- 
dow to compose his feelings, ^and re- 
turned to tho conversation wlth.tho 
remark that his' father's condition of 
health at that time was such that it 
would undoubtedly have killed him If 
ho had been indicted. 

"That was the condillon I under- 
stood the elder Morgan was In when 
I took tho responsibility upon myself 
and took the indictment that belonged 
to him. 

Washington, May 22.— Dominant 
control of tho late J. P. Morgan, not 
only of tho officials, but of the proper- 
ties of the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford railroad, was further empha- 
sized when former President Charles 
S. Mellcn of the New Haven continued 
his testimony before the Interstate 
commerce commission Wednesday. Hr 
testified: 

That- Nelson W. Aldrlch, while a 
member of tho United States senate, 
was Instrumental In selling Rhode 
Island trolley system to tho Now Ha- 
ven for between |1D,000,000 and |20,- 
000,000, "twice the value of the prop- 
erties."

Aldrlch was a stockholder.

Chicago, May 25. — Twenty firemen 
and scores bf spectators were Injured 
on Friday when two mysterious explo- 
sions wrecked a four-story burning 
building at 1342 AVest Madison street- 
Hundreds of spectators, who had gath- 
ered In tho neighborhood to, watch the 
firemen at work, wore thrown Into a 
panic. Within a radius of two blocks 
buildings rocked and window panes 
wero smashed. Twenty firemen, who 
had been at -work on tho second and 
third floors, were blown out of the 
building. Two of them aro believed 
to have been Injured fatally. Flying 
glass , and pieces of wood and brick 
swept West Madison street In front 
of the burning structure llko shrapneli 
cutting men. women and children who 
were packed In tho street. Many wom- 
en fainted and wero trampled upon 
by : the terror-stricken, crowd. The 
property loss to the huIldIng»lB placed 
at $7&.000, but neighboring houses 
and the stores across the street BUf< 
fercd heavy damage from flying de- 
bris.

Public Interest Shifts and Is Concen- 
trated on Ulster Province— Civil 
War May Follow Action 
of Lawmakers.

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London. May 27.— Tho homo rule for 
Ireland bill was passed on Monday In 
tho houso of commons on tho third and 
final reading by a vote of 251 to 274, 
a government majority of- 77. The 
bill becomes a law upon Us signature 
by King George. 

Homo rule Is now a fact. There 
Is no doubt that royal assent will be 
given to the measure. In tho regular 
course of events, the homo rule bill 
goes next to tho house of lords, hut 
the action of tho poors will have no 
effect upon the measure. The pow- 
ers of the upper houso of parliament 
were destroyed by the act of parlia- 
ment providing that any bill having 
been passed In throo consecutive sos- 
>sIons of commons becomes a law by 
royal assent. 

Tho passage of tho homo rule bill 
Is a tremendous personal victory for 
Premier Herbert H. Asqulth, who as 
pilot of tho Liberal party, carried tho 
measure to victory after many months 
of desperate parliamentary struggle. 
Tho division was taken as soon aa 
Premier Asqulth had mado his final 
statement, tho Unionists refraining 
from debate In accordance with the 
Instructions from Law. In tho ballot- 
ing tho followers of William O'Brien 
abstained from voting. 

In the voto by which tho homo rule 
bill was passed the government's ma- 
jority was throo less than that by 
which the measuro was put through 
on second reading. The vote on tho 
sccold reading, which was taken on 
tho night of April C, was as follows: 
For, 356; against, 276. Government 
Majority, 80. Now that tho home rule 
bin has been passed, public Interest 
has shifted and concentrated on Ul- 
ster province. The big question of tho 
hour la: What will Ulster do now 
that the home rule bill has been en- 
acted witliout guaranteeing the ex- 
clusion of Ulster from Us provisions? 
If Sir Edward Carson, Capt. John 
Craig and other leaders of. the anti- 
home rule Orangemen put Into exe- 
cution tlfo threats they havo made and 
reiterated during tlie past few months, 
civil war will follow In tho North of 
Ireland. 

:,;^ Dispatches from Belfast, iho scat of 
Unionist feeling In Ulster, slated that 
news of tho passage of tho home rulo 
bin created tremendous excitement* 
and that the municipal authorities, 
fearing an outbreak, had taken vig- 
orous precautions to" maintain order 
with extra police and with armed 
troops. If necessary, 

A feeling of anxiety pervades ofil- 
clal circles, and Premier Asqulth, In 
his dfllcial capacity as secretary of 
state for war, has arranged a strong 
program of action In the event the 
Ulster volunteers take the aggres- 
sive.

• MEAT ANIMALS. 



Alfalfa, the Farm's Moot Valuable 

Crop, and Corn Moke This PobbI- 

bio and Insure Good Profits, 



By W. R. GOODWIN, 
Managino Editor, Broeder'a Gazette. 
Alfalfa and corn solve tho problem 
of carrying Hvo- otock. Farmers are 
natural skeptics. They havo been told 
so many things that are not truo that 
they Instinctively distrust new things. 
Particularly hard Is It for them to 
realUo that many old things have 
passed away. This conservatism costs 
tho farmer much money, but its ab- 
sence would probably havo cost him 
^ore. 

When ho Is told that alfalfa .Is tho 
most valuable crop ho can take off tho 
ground, his ear 1b dulled. Tho assur- 
nnco savors of tho gold^brlck offer. 
Ho is willing to let his neighbor try 
It. Ho wants to amend the Scripture. 
Ho would liko to mako it read: "Let 
thy nolghbor prove all things and then 
hold fast that which Is good." I do 
not accept such revision of tho Scrip- 
ture. I allowed myself to be scared 
out of two years' proflta from alfalfa 
In DuPage county; then I Bhowed 
them— thoy saw. 

Alfalfa growing would bo useless 
without live stock. Stock growing Is 
costly without alfalfa. Tho man who 
has alfalfa and tho silo, has learned 
tho last lesson In economical h^indllng 
of stock on tho corn belt farm. Tho 
IraperativQ demand of this Insistent 
day Is for greater yields per acre. 
Thjo farmer who falls to heed the de- 
mand will fall of profit It is as In- 
exorable as death. Cattle can- no 
longer bo bedded In corn; Illinois 
lai«l3 are, no longer that rich. Econ- 
omy of production, increased yield and 
connorvatlon of food values are essen- 
tial to proflt on high priced land. The 
elevator with Its alluring price has 
cast a shadow over tho soil of Illi- 
uoU. Com growing, prolltabl© to tho 
present generation for years, already 
gives evidence of tho folly of stock 
abandonment, and with each recurring 
year tho vice of farming without stock 
will bo moro disastrously cmphasli'.cd. 
Com, alfalfa and stock will redeem al- 
ready depleted soils, savo further de- 
terioration, and Insuro proOt on lands 
ufiprecedeutedly high In price. 

I do not arguo alfalfa. I declare it. 
If tho farmer Is indifferent to argu- 
ment ho should bo amenaWo to fact. 
Nolo this monstrously anomalous sit- 
uatlun: A state nsfioclatlon has been 
formed of thinking, acting, achieving 
men to.forco dollars into the pockets 
of their fellow farmers'! The Illinois 
Alfalfa Growers' association camo Into 
being for this express purpose. It has 
nothing to soil. It does not seek votes. 
It has no nx to grind, but Its members 
spend time, effort and money to force 
on the attention of tho farmers of this 
state tho most valuable plant that 
over grew Fn Illinois soil. Ought not 
thlK fact drive Its way home to the 
mind of every Illinois farmer? 

Enough facts are known to destroy 
Indifference and enforce action. Tho 
Ilvo stock situation In this country is 
serious. Prices are high beyond pre- 
cedent .for meat-making animals, be* 
cause grain farming has so largely 
superseded, stock farming. ,Tho situ- 
ation throatena the ultlmato valuo of 
our land, and the present comfort of 
our. consumers. It Is Idlo to qulbblo. 
This la tha fact — men farm for money. 
Illinois farmers havo not gonorally 
abandoned stock because they pro- 
ferred grain farming, or bocauso thoy 
did not realize tho desirability of 
maintaining fertility; they quit be- 
cause profits tjult. They will turn 
again to stock when they realize tho 
decreased coat of production of meat 
animals and dairy products effected 
by sUago and alfalfa. 



WAHM ADVOCATE OF ALFALFA 

Q. 8. Tarbox Tolls of His Succcso — 

Any Good Soil Will Yield 

Large Crops. 



By H. A. M'KEENE, 
Secretary llllnolo Farmers' Inotltute. 
O. S, Tafhox of Douglas county, 
Illinois, has had extensive eiperlenco 
In growing alfalfa both In Kansas and 
Illinois. Ho says: 

"Tho growing of alfalfa Is no longer 
a mystery. During tho unusually dry 
period of 1913 wo harvested on our 
farm In Douglos county threo full 
crops of about 3^^ tons per acre and 
permitted a good fourth crop to re- 
main on the land for winter protec- 
tion. Besides, wo thought ?6C.G0 per 
aero was aufflclent returns for an off 
farming year like 1013. 

"I would advise tho farmers to give 
moro attention to alfalfa and llvo- 
fitock growing, thereby building up tho 
lands, slnco alfalfa will Improve tho 
fertility of the soil for other crops; 
besides, It has tho power of gathering 
largo quantities of nitrogen from tho 
air, and supplying this In protein feed 
for Ilvo stock. Again. It brings up 
mineral foods from the depths that 
common grasses never reach. 

"It Is my candid opinion that any 
good com 6oll will grow alfalfa suc- 
cessfully, and that much depends upon 
tho seed, the proper preparation of 
tho seed bed, and the care for tho 
first year. I also favor spring sowing 
with one bushel of oats for a nurse 
crop. It Is best to mow tho oats for 
cattle feed before they mature. With 
thte plan, It Is possible, with Bufilclont 
rainfall, to harvest a fair crop of 
alfalfa hay in August, allowing the 
growth of September and October to 
remain for winter protection. I would 
not advlso pasturing tho first year. 

"I am also of tho opinion that 20 
pounds of seed per acre is too much, 
and I shall In future use 15 to 18 
pounds per acre. I am using seed 
from lands that havo stood tho 
droughts, hot winds and severe win- 
ters for IS years, and It Is a fine hay 
and seed producer, and I am con- 
vinced that thero Is something in the 
strains of seed that show a hardy ten- 
dency, 

"Alfalfa Is an Ideal forago plant; 
It furnl-3hea the protein to balance tho 
com ration; when we havo alfalfa hay 
wo do not havo to buy oil cake; be- 
sides, It Is a feed that appeals to tho 
sight, tho appetite, and supplies tho 
protein needs of every animal on tha 
fann, as well as the entire poultry 
tribe. In short, alfalfa Is the coming 
forago plant and It will grow well 
for the man v.-ho really wants It; 
It will grow Indifferently for the man 
who does not care; and It will not 
grow at all for the man who does not 
Gow It. The first man will profit im- 
mensely, the second slightly, and tho 
-third is a sure loser. To whfch class 
do you belong?"

Removing Mala Fowl Has No Influ- 
ence on Number of Eggs — Clean> 
llness Is Quite Essential. 

Produce the Infertile egg for mar- 
ket. Infertile egga aro produced by 
hens having no malo birds with them, 
Hemoving the malo bird has no in- 
Qusnco on, the number of eggs laid by 
the hens. 

Tho hen's greatest proflt-produclng 
period Is tho flrst and second years, 
and unless a hen Is an exceptionally 
good breeder she should be disposed 
of at tho end of hor-eecond laying 
season and before starting to moult. 

If possible, mark tho pullets that 
lay In tho fall, and use them In the 
breeding pen for the following spring. 

Soft-shelled eggs are often caused 
by fowls being confined, becoming 
overfnt, and from lack of mineral 
matter. 

.Cleanliness at all times Is essential. 
Provide a dust bath. Keep the roosts 
and every part of houses and coops 
.'reo from vermin, by the frequent use 
of kerosene and whitewash. 



If eggs are to be shipped for hatch- 
ing purposes they should be wrapped 
In soft paper, then wrapped in excel- 
sior, and then packed In p. basket that 
has been lined with excelsior. The 
basket should havo a handle to Insure 
careful handling. Eggs for market 
should bo assorted and carefully 
packed. Commission men usually class- 
ify eggs as "rotten." "dirty." 
"cracked," "shrunken," "firsts," "prime 
firsts," "extras," and "strictly fresh." 
These grades aro determined by a 
process of handling and special men 
are employed to accomplish thle work 
at considerable expense. 

It Is clolmed that tho loss of eggs 
duo largely to carelessness on the farm 
amounts to ?45.000,000 annually. Tho 
farmer could save a largo portion of 
this loss If he would assort his own 
eggs before they leave the farm, pack 
them carefully and ship only those 
that are really fresh. 



GOOD FOR POLAR EXPLORERS 

Frenchman's Invention of Much Bene- 
fit to Thoce Who Track Waste 
Places of the Earth. 

Count nertrand do Lessups, son ot 
tho famous Frenchman of Suez canal 
fame, has constructed an alr-propsllod 
machine which Js capable of attaining 
a speed of from flftocn to sixty miles 
an hour over the snow, according to 
tho condition of the frozen roads. Tho- 
shoe-shaped chassis is attached to 
broad, flat metal runners, and vibra* 
tlon Is reduced to a minimum by the 
addition of strong springs. The pro- 
peller behind the pilot If well guard- 
ed by a metal screen as a protection 
against any one approaching It close- 
ly. "When snow falls wheels are placed 
on the propecting pins, which lift tho 
SKI from tne ground, and this car will 
then attain a speed of nearly ono hun- 
dred miles an hour.

Soft-Shelled Eobb. 
Quite often farmers aro at a loss to 
know what is the trouble when hens 
lay soft-shelled eggs. It Is generally 
caused by pushing the hens Into full 
laying by feeding heavily, and by food 
rich In proteld. Feeding oats, wheat, 
ofan/ shorts, beef and . table scraps 
can profltably be Improved upon by 
CAodlng a lltUe com, and If you can 
get some olover hay, full ot blossoms, 
chop this up fine for them. This with 
ffrlt &nd oyster shell In plenty will fur- 
Ukh Umo for tho ooft-shelled eggs. . 



GOOD RATION FOR FATTENING 

When Fowls Are Confined Sour MMk 

Aids Digestion and Keeps Syo- 

torn In Condition. 

The Pennsylvania station suggests 
tho following grain rations for fat- 
toning poultry as having been used 
with success. 

Where a yellow flesh Is wanted a 
ration should be majlo of corn meal, 
five parts; ground oats, hulls re- 
moved, two parts; animal meal, ono 
part, mixed with sour milk. 
Whero a whiter flesh is wanted, the 
following rntlpns nre recommended: 
Corn meal, two parts; ground buck- 
wheat, two parts; ground oats, two 
parts, mixed with sour milk. An- 
other: Barley meal, two parts; mid- 
dlings, two parts; ' buckwheat, two 
parts; corn meal, one part, mixed 
with DOur milk. Another: The refuse 
from shredded wheat and' sour milk. 

When birds are confined for fat- 
tening, sour milk aids digestion and 
keeps tho system from getting fever- 
ish. If no milk Is available, some 
form of animal or green food must 
be supplied to mako the best gains. 



, Segregate the Sexeo. 
Always keep tho sexes apart untlli 
they are needed for breeding pur- 
poses. Never allow your males to run 
with females only at breeding time. 
This will insuro you greater fortuity, 
greater vitality and another thing Isi 
when , you are not breeding you caJa 
sell your infertile eggs on tho^mar 
ket and they will stay fresh a good 
deal longer.

Says Hospitals Need Humanizing. 

Hospitals need humanizing and doc- 
tors need socializing, so that both may 
gtv^ the community medical social 
service, according to Dr. Stephen 3. 
Wise, rabbi of the Free Synagogue, 
who spoke at a meeting of the New 
York Conference on Hospital Social 
Service. 

"We have a right." said Dr. Wise, 
"to ask of hospitals more than mere 
treatment of disease. ^ They should 
tell US the causes of social disease. 
Wo ask hospitals to do moro than give 
remedial attention to tuberculosis. Wo 
ask them to tell everyone the causes 
of tuberculosis. But hospitals can't 
become real social centers until their 
boards of directors and physicians aro 
socialized. We want to give them a 
social consciousness. Physicians es- 
pecially must got a social vision, they 
must realize their relation In tho so- 
cial order." 

Dr. Wise added that many hospitals 
and physicians had become socialized, 
—Now York Times.
